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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In pages 2-5 of the remarks, regarding claim 1 , 
applicant argues that Moriyama does not suggest transmitting data repeatedly during which the demodulation method and subcarriers 
frequencies form various reception methods. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Moriyama discloses only one transmission 
wave that was generated and reaches the antenna 91-1 and 91-2 in col. 12 lines 28-39. Moriyama does not disclose changing transmission 
methods. Therefore, it reads on the limitation of "transmitting data repeatedly during a time period...". Further, in response to applicant's 
argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., subcarriers frequencies form various reception methods) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 1 81 , 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore, based on the logical response to the arguments provided above, the examiner respectfully renders claims 
1 ,2 and 4-20 unpatentable over the cited art. Applicant presents additional arguments which do not render the claims allowable after the 
prosecution on the merit is closed. 
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
